Others in the Running. 

The Rapid.City announcement also 
brings forward prominently the 
names of Charles G. Dawes and 
Nicholas Longworth as Presidential 
possibilities, with William E. Borah 
sure to attain @ certain prominence 
in the discti#sion of the Republican 
nominee of 1928. 

A striking feature of recent polit-

Altogether, the opinions obtained 
in Washington today were not suf- 
ficiently numerous to afford any 
cross-section of what leading men of 
both major political parties think of 
the President’s announcement, but 
the chances are that the views of 
the lesser lights and political obser- 
vers will be reflected pretty gener- 
ally in political circles. 


Coolidge Motive a Mystery. 

What led Mr. Coolidge to make his 
announcement, and especially at this 
time, is a mystery to Washington. 
Everything that has come to light in- 
dicates that he gave no inkling of his 
intention to most, if not all, of those 
who were strongly in favor of his 
renomination. 

Important Republicans in the Sen- 
ate and the House have been assum- 
ing that he would accept another 
nomination, and opinion was general 
among them that he would be nom- 
inated without serious opposition, the 
Lowden-for-President movement to 
the contrary. 

Some leading Republicans regarded 
as close to the President went to 
Europe and elsewhere this Summer 
with the intention of taking long 
rests in preparation for a strenuous 
campaign next year in behalf of Mr. 
Coolidge’s re-election. They have as- 
sumed that he would accept the nom- 
ination and saw nothing in the way 
of it. 

The opinion here is that the Presi- 
dent reached the decision embodied 
in his statement without consulting 
men prominent in the party. 

Heretofore the belief has prevailed 
in Washington that should the Presi- 
dent determine not to be a candidate 
he would make no announcement 
until just prior to the National Con- 
vention in June, 1928. This belief 
was based in part on the considera- 
tion that any such announcement

Calvin Coolidge’s ‘‘not choosing’’ 
to run for the Presidency next year 
made him the sixth President of the 
United States to prefer not to be a 
candidate for a third term since 
George Washington, who, unani- 
mously elected twice, refused a 
third term and laid down the prece- 
dent that two terms were enough 
for any man to occupy that office. 

Thomas Jefferson declined a third 
term in 1809; so did James Madison 
in 1817, James Monroe in 1825 and 
Andrew Jackson in 1837—all holding 
to the principle laid down by Wash- 
ington'’s action, amplified by Jeffer- 
son’s writings and by common con- 
sent accepted by the people as an 
unwritten provision of the Consti- 
tution. 

Only two men have tried to ignore 
the tradition against a third term— 
Ulysses S. Grant in 1880 and Theo- 
dore Roosevelt in 1912. Grant was 
defeated in the Republican National 
Convention. Roosevelt, bolting the 
Republicans and going before the 
people as the leader of the hastily 
formed Progressives, was beaten in 
the election in which he divided the 
Republican vote with William How- 
ard Taft and helped bring about the 
election of Woodrow Wilson. 

Washington’s words in declining to 


be a candidate for a third term were 
be in their implications than in 
heir specifications of the potential- 
ities of danger to the republic in the 
unlimited tenure of the Presidential 
chair.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—With the 
exception of his consistent and un- 
ending demand for governmental 
economy, probably no official action 
of President Coolidge since he suc- 
ceeded ex-President Harding, pre- 
cisely four years ago, attracted more 
nation-wide attention than his 
vetoes of the soldiers’ bonus and 
McNary-Haugen farm relief bills. 

In face of tremendous pressure, 
Mr. Coolidge declined to approve 
either of these measures, explaining 
that he considered them economi- 
cally unsound. Congress rejected the 
veto of the Soldier Bonus bill by a 
fair margin in the House and a nar- 
row one in the Senate. But Con- 
gress has never attempted to over- 
ride the veto on the farm bill, and no 


legislation of that character has 
since been passed. 

Next to these vetoes, perhaps, in 
attracting popular attention was the 
President’s insistence that the United 
States adhere to the Protocol of the 
World Court. After 1 debate the 
Senate agreed with that policy, but 
with reservations protecting this 
country, to which the Court Protocol 
signatories have not yet assented. 

Another controversial subject on 
which Mr. Coolidge took determined 
stand was the proposal last Winter 
to increase the cruiser stren of 
the American Navy. Although will- 
ing to approve authorizations for 
three new cruisers, he opposed ap- 
propriations for them on the ground 
that he had pro the present 
Geneva Naval conference. though 
Congress could not then foresee what 
has since happened at Geneva, it 
went ahead and granted appropria- 
tions for the cruisers over the Presi- 
dential ob} n.

In addition to vetoing the Soldiers’

also the bill that would have granted 
an increase of millions of dollars to 
postal employes. 

The President has come into con- 
flict with Congress on several nota- 
ble occasions, once when he nomi- 
nated Charles Beecher Warren -of 
Michigan for the Attorney General- 
ship, only to have his nominee re- 
ected after an intensely bitter fight. 

mmediately afterward Mr. Coolidge 
named his personal friend, John 
Garibaldi Sargent, to the position. 

Another defeat suffe by the 
President in his appointments came 
after he had named Cyrus E. Woods 
of Pennsylvania, former Ambassador 
to Japan, to be a member of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 
The Senate rejected Mr. Woods. 

When President Coolidge sent 
United States Marines to Nicaragua 
last Winter he was severely criticized 
by radical Republicans and Demo- 
crats in Congress.

Bernard M. Baruch, New York

the world at this time is whether 
the reparations have precedence in 
the transfer of actual monies from 
Germany or the interest on private 
loans made abroad for German in- 
dustries. 

“The interest on private loans 
cannot be transferred from Germany 
if it endangers reparations and it 
cannot be transferred unless the 
Dawes Commission consents. 

A cannot but believe that this situ- 
ation, evidently not taken into ac- 
count with the formation of the 
Dawes Commission, will call for a 
complete revisicn of the program of 
that commission, and will force the 
making of a definite figure to be paid 
by Germany. Certainly it is a ques- 
tion which is now occupying the at- 
tention of European financiers.

WILLIAMSTOWN, Mass., Aug. 2.— 
The possibility of an American Mus- 
solini seizing dictatorial powers some. 
time in the future as a result of long- 
continued public indifference to pub- 
lic affairs; a probable agricultural 
and political alliance of the South 
and West because of the neglect of | 
the farmers’ welfare in the United 
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States; the relations between Great 
Britain and her overseas possessions, 
the differences between American 
and Buropean law, and the charac- 
teristics of European political parties 
were discussed at today’s meeting of 
the Institute of Politics. 

Professor Henry R. Spencer of 
Ohie State University, at the round 
table on dictaterships, proposed the 
theory of an American dictator. Re- 
ferring to the apathy which causes 
only about 50 per cent. of the quali- 
fied voters to cast their ballots in 
national elections, he said: 

“When public spirit goes to sleep, 
the dark powers have their chance. 
When self-government lapses, an em- 
pire of wealth or corruption results. 
If the Constitution, which is the life 
of the being, is suspended too long, 
it dies.’ 

Democracy, he said, was liable to a 
disease of neglect like anasthesia in 
its effects, and would die in time if 
neglected. 

He pointed out, however, that dic- 
tatorships were not necessarily evil 


oe re, but might be benevo- 
ent. 


Lincoln as a “Beneficent” Dictator. 


Abraham Lincoln, he went on, was 
a dictator in a sense, and was a 
beneficent one. Lincoln, he _ ex- 
plained, was in the position of a 
statesman who, laboring under great 
responsibilities, lacked legal power to 
accomplish what he believed’ neces- 
sary for the good of. the’ country, 
and therefore seized power in order 
to wield it ‘‘for the safety of the 
State.’’ 

“Dictatorship,” he continued, ‘tig 
an instrumentality of crisis, a crisis 
to an extraordinary degree.’’ 

He likened a dictatos to a receiver 
in bankruptcy who takes over a con- 
cern or a nation “‘which has plenty 

of assets, but cannot realize on 
them.” A dictatorship-in a democ- 
racy, he went on, might result from 
“anything that makes a democracy 
impotent, such as civil war or in- 
vasion.’’ 

Inasmuch as temporariness was an 
essential feature of dictatorship, he 
said, it was in a way a misnomer to 
call Mussolini a dictator.

Jack Demp- 
sey, from Los Angeles, declared that 
he would not be ready to box before 
Sept. 26 and the New York Boxing 
Commission hinted that it would 
hold Tex Rickard to a promise to 
stage the match there.

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MR. COOLIDGE BREAKS HIS 
SILENCE. 


Until yesterday mo one was in a 
position to quote afy utterance 
whatever by President COOLIDGE 
about a third term—or even a “ sec- 
ond elective term,” as his Republi- 
can supporters prefer to call it. 
Now he has spoken. But is his 
single sentence, “I do not choose to 
run for President in 1928,” to be 
taken as a Delphic oracle, suscep- 
tible of two meanings? Or is it the 
dry and laconic Yankeeism for a 
single and‘fixed purpose? For our 
part we would not be so uncompli- 
mentary to the President as to ques- 
tion his sincerity. Whatever else 
he is, he is not a Joey Bagstock. 
His prolonged silence has left people 
in doubt what he meant to do, but 
his breaking it now can scarcely be 
intended to make them more doubt- 
ful than they were before. 

Consider the time and circum- 
stances of his announcement. It 
comes just after evidence had been 
piled mountain high that he could 
have the Republican nomination 
next year by lifting his little finger 
for it. There had come to be almost 
@ settled belief throughout the 
country that he would again be a 
candidate for the Presidency. This 
is the explanation of the feeling of 
confusion, well-nigh of shock, that 
for a time yesterday ran through 
the business circles of the country. 
They saw an event of the future 
which they thought had been 
thoroughly “discounted” suddenly 
brought into uncertainty. And the 
political leaders and the party man- 
agers who had committed them- 
selves to another Presidential term 
for Mr. COOLIDGE were left momen- 
tarily dazed and almost gasping. 
They were like men who felt the 
mountains of politics quaking, with 
nothing standing fast upon the po- 
litical earth. Therein they furnished 
added testimony to the general con- 
viction that the nomination next 
year would be Mr. COOLIDGE’s for 
the asking—or even without his 
asking. The request. would come 
from the party to him, not — 
him to the party. Such was the gen- 
eral opinion till the President broke 
his silence. 

He has done this earlier than the 
shrewd men of politics thought that 
he would. A definite statement was 
not looked for from him éarlier than 
next year. No Presidential primaries 
are impending. No Republican dele- 
gates are now being. elected, or are | 
in the way to be for some time to 
come. Yet there is one significant 
political fact which must be taken 
into the reckoning if a fair and full | 
estimate is to be made of the intent 
and effect ‘of what the President has. 
now said. ‘This is the fact that there

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MR. LOWMAN’S INAUGURAL. 


If Mr. SEYMOUR LOWMAN on his 
induction into the office of Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury in Charge 
of Prohibition Enforcement felt 
obliged to address the public, he 
might well have contented himself 
“I have no pol- 
“icy, except an orderly, businesslike 
“carrying out of the mandates of 
“ Congress.” But it is a tradition of 
the Prohibition. Unit that the law is 
best. executed by copious speech. 
Even before taking office, Mr. Low- 
MAN had made “statements,” and 
then other “statements” to explain 
them.. Such was his official routine 
on Monday. He had declared mys- 
tically that “our greatest job is to 
“hold down the activities of the rad- 
“ical Wets and the radical Drys.” 
What did he mean by that? He was 
good enough to interpret: 

By radical Wets I refer to those 
who are unwilling to accept the 
Constitution of the United States 
and the mandates of Congress and 
who advocate ignoring and nullify- 
ing the Prohibition law. They 
have an adequate remedy in the 
regular way by repealing the Eigh- 
teenth Amendment. By radical 
Drys I refer to those well-meaning 
but ill-advised people who are criti- 
cizing the efforts of public officials 
who are honestly trying to carry 
out the laws of Congress. Con- 
structive criticism is always help- 
ful, but faultfindings by over- 
zealous advocates of prohibition 
are very harmful to the cause of 
temperance. 

Since Mr. LOWMAN is a Dry, it may 
be useless to remind him that pro- 
hibition and temperance are deadly 
opposites; that the Volstead act is no 
part of the Constitution and can be 
changed without repealing the Eigh- 
teenth Amendment. And what part, 
greatest or littlest, of the Prohibi- 
tion Unit’s “job” is it to “hold 
down the activities” of the millions 
of persons “ who advocate ignoring 
and nullifying the Prohibition law ” 
or to restrain or soften or prevent 
criticisms constructive or destruc- 
tive made by the Dry Extreme Left? 
Do “the mandates of Congress” as 
to prohibition forbid free speech 
about it? 

Still, the delicious absurdity of 
Mr. LOWMAN’s “explanation” robs 
the reader of the disposition to take 
it seriously. Contenting himself with 
this preliminary offering to the 
Comic Spirit, let him grieve the 
radical Wets by sealing the foun- 
tains of rum; the radical Drys by 
snubbing their everlasting attempts 
to boss the enforcement agencies. 
“I am looking,” he says, “for hon- 
“est, efficient enforcement of the 
“ Prohibition law just the same as 
“other United States laws are en-

THE MAYOR’S OPPORTUNITY. 


In giving a simple, straightfor- 
ward and easily understood account 
of the State’s fiscal affairs, Gov- 
ernor SMITH sets an example which 
Mayor WALKER would do well to 
follow. New York City stands badly 
in need of just that kind of analysis 
of its balance sheet. The Federal 
Government supplies it through the 
annual message of the President 
transmitting the budget; the State 


.| through the Governor’s annual mes- 


sages, supplemented by informal 
commentaries. Only the City Gov- 
ernment fails to set forth in lan- 
guage that a layman can under- 
stand where the money comes from 
and where it goes. Of course, there 
are documents without end—depart- 
mental estimates, tentative budgets, 
proposed budgets, final budgets, an- 
nual reports of the Controller and 
the like—and doubtless they all get 
/published in The City Record. But 
who ever reads all those columns 
and columns of figures?

Mayors 
used to heed that injunction, and 
Mayor MITCHEL took advantage of 
it to discuss. at length the financial 
needs of the departments under his 
control. But of late years it seems 
to have fallen into disuse. Mayor 
WALKER might revive the practice. 
Perhaps the statement could be 
made more effectively in the Fall, 
and in an informal manner. The 
Mayor could find an occasion read- 
ily enough. With the city budget 
mounting at such an alarming rate, 
citizens have all the more right to 
look to the executive for a compre- 
hensive accounting. 


LET ALL BE HEARD. 


It is a counsel of perfection which 
comes from the Democratic leader 
of the Senate, Mr. ROBINSON of Ar- 
kansas, when he says that there 
“should be no factionalism” in the 
next national convention. A party 
which is Wet in the East and North, 
Dry in the West, arid in the South, 
full of intolerance for tolerance in 
one section, and full of tolerance 
for intolerance in another, is pretty 
likely to have factions. This is par- 
ticularly true when the party is out 
of office and there are no jobs to 
remind the leaders that sometimes it 
is better to stop, look and listen. It 
is true, finally, because the racial 
constituents of Democrats, much 
more than of Republicans, incline 
them to fight out their troubles in 
the open where there is not only the 
joy of combat but the pleasure of 
registering good blows before cheer- 
ing spectators. 

As a personal matter, Senator 
ROBINSON knows this better than 
another, for in the heat of action 
he hits hard and openly and above 
the belt, and, while as Senate leader 
he is often forced to compromise, he 
prefers a battle. Individually he is 
what the dark Republicans of his 
native terrain call “a dangerous 
man to projick with,” and there is 
at least one citizen of the District of 
Columbia who remembers that. But 
his advice is soothing and useful and 
particularly appropriate to the polite 
political season. All that is needed 
is to persuade the Democratic lead- 
ers that if they persist in factional- 
ism they cannot win, whereas if 
they adopt the contrary course they 
may. This is difficult because what 
one delegation may consider offen- 
sive factionalism will seem to an- 
other like the first duty of Demo- 
cratic man. 

Senator ROBINSON has pointed to 
one fact, however, that if practically 
applied will do much to make the 
next convention more orderly and 
more effective than the last. That 
fact is that within the party many 
men have earnest supporters who 
are entitled to a fair hearing, and 
are not to be threatened with ex- 
communication by any delegation 
because of the candidate they hap- 
pen to favor. Mr. ROBINSON names 
Mr. McApoo, Governor SMITH, Gov- 
ernor DONAHEY and Senator REED of 
Missouri among those whose claims 
have a right to be weighed without 
factional hoodlumism. Senator GLASS 
adds the names of OWEN D. YOUNG 
and former Secretary NEWTON D. 
BAKER. In this joint list are Demo- 
crats well worthy to carry the 
standard of their party.

MAILS BY PLANE TO AND FROM 
SHIPS. 


CHAMBERLIN’S exploit in launch- 
ing an airplane from a i14-foot 
runway erected on the deck of the 
Leviathan is not the first of its 
kind. On Jan. 18, 1911, E. ELy 
flew a Curtiss biplane from a field 
near San Francisco and landed on 
a platform built over the after deck 
of the United States cruiser Penn- 
sylvania, anchored in the bay. Then 
he soared from the same platform 
back to land. The two flights were 
only of sixteen minutes’ duration. 
They are of historic importance be- 
cause with them began a long series 
of experiments that culminated 
in the adoption of the seaplane 
catapult now installed on every 
battleship. 

Every liner may one day count 
a swift airplane as a necessary part 
of her equipment. To launch mail 
from the deck of a ship twenty-four 
hours from port, to deliver that mail 
in New York while the ship is still 
at Quarantine—surely the prospect 
must appeal to every time-saving 
business man. But a method of 
taking to the air more practical 
than that resorted to by ELY and 
CHAMBERLIN must be adopted. Not 
every liner has deck room for a run- 
way as long and wide as that built 
on the Leviathan, Nor could space 
be spared for an elevated runway 
used but once during a transatlantic 
voyage. Either the thoroughly tried 
navy catapult must be adopted or 
the old inclined starting rail that so 
admirably served as a launching de- 
vice for the first Wright. machines. 

There still remains the problem of 
delivering mail by airplane to a ship 
outward bound and saving an addi- 
tional twenty-four hours. Despite 
ELY’s success in 1911, there is no 
immediate hope of solving that 
problem. The navy long ago reached 
the conclusion that its ships should 
not be encumbered with landing 
platforms. Seaplanes are catapult- 
ed only when a safe landing in fair- 
ly smooth water is assured. Every 
great fleet has its fast airplane car- 
riers, with decks so expansive and 
unobstructed that they serve both 
as launching and alighting areas. 
If landing platforms on liners can- 
not be seriously considered, there re- 
mains the technically difficult alter- 
native of dropping sacks from the 
air, leaving the aerial mail-carrier 
to return to his base without any 
attempt at alighting. The prospect 
of saving two mail days on a 
single transatlantic crossing is so 
alluring that it is bound to engage 
the inventor.

PREVENTING DIPHTHERIA. 


In 1925, Newburgh, population 
30,000, had the largest diphtheria 
case and death rates in the State of 
New York. From September to 
December, 1926, virtually every wel- 
fare, civic, social, fraternal and com- 
mercial organization in the town 
took part in a remarkably success- 
ful attack on the disease. Two 
months were devoted to intensive 
educational work, and in the follow- 
ing four weeks over half of the 
child population between the ages 
of six months and ten years was 
immunized. , 

This fine achievement is only one 
of several excellent records in a 
booklet published by the State Com- 
mittee on Tuberculosis and Public 
Health and the State Charities Aid 
Association. Eighteen months ago 
plans were made for eradicating 
diphtheria in the State outside New 
York City. In that year and a half 
of hard work so much has been 
accomplished that the committee is 
rendering a partial accounting of it. 
To workers unaware of the activity 
of their colleagues, and to other 
States and countries interested in 
imitating the campaign, the pam- 
phiet will be of value. 

In Newburgh, a prominent young 
business executive acted as Chair- 
man of the conimittee. He empha- 
sized the undertaking as a con- 
munity project, and enlisted the help 
of every one in town. . The day of 
the first clinic was a kind of glo- 
rious celebration of the previous 
months of house-to-house canvass- 
ing, card-indexing, speech-making, 

motion-picture education and news- 
paper cooperation: 

‘Traffic policemen, volunteering 
‘their time, guarded the streets 
leading to the schools; National 
Guardsmen volunteered their ser- 


vices; extra telephone operators | 


provided for the schools by the 


local company, stood ready to tele- 
phone information in case children 


had been brought to wrong schools; 
» automobiles: were provided to take. 
smothers and children to and from. 


the Lions Club gave a lollypop to 
each child immunized. 

Towns near by have. been much 
impressed by the success of the 
Newburgh. campaign. . Middletown 
and other communities in Orange 
County were stimulated to copy it. 
Salamanca, a town of 10,000, fol- 


lowed up a large advertisement in 


the local newspaper, bearing a few 
words of. endorsement from every 
physician in the city, with a house- 
to-house canvass. Few parents re- 
fused permission for giving the anti- 
toxin treatment after this intensive 
labor. In Yonkers 9,000 school chil- 
dren have been immunized, and this 
year the committee is reaching out 
for the children of pre-school age. 
In Monroe County, including Roches- 
ter, over half the children under ten 
years have had the treatment. Syra- 
cuse made a special effort, which 
was well rewarded, to get at the 
children of foreign parents through 
their own papers. Schenectady nas 
devised an original plan of its own, 
making the médical profession di- 
rectly responsible for results. The 
belief is that this will result in a 
permanent, self-sustaining bulwark 
against diphtheria. 

Much is still to be done, particu- 
larly with the children under school 
age. Good work is going on where 
the local board of health sends a 
notice to parents of a child reaching 
six months of age that it should be 
protected from diphtheria. 


IMMIGRATION FROM MEXICO. 


A dissenting voice was raised at 
the meeting of the New York Cham- 
ber of Commerce recently to con- 
sider a resolution favoring, among 
other things, the extension of the 
quota provision of the immigration 
restriction law to Mexico. To ex- 
clude Mexican laborers, it was as- 
serted, would seriously injure agri- 
cultural and mining interests in the 
Southwest. It would also make it 
more difficult for some of the rail- 
roads in that region to obtain com- 
mon labor. Mexican workmen may 
be seen even as far Hast as Illinois 
along the route of the Santa Fé. 
Some of them are natives of New 
Mexico or Arizona, but marty are 
merely transients, who cross the 
border into the United States period- 
ically. 

The advisability of placing these 
people on the quota basis will have 
to be considered by. the next Con- 
gress. The problem is by no means 
simple. Reluctance to put a check 
on the free movement of peoples in 
the Western Hemisphere was the 
principal reason for not placing the 
Mexicans and Canadians on the 
same basis as Europeans when the 
Immigration Restriction law was 
passed in 1924. There is much to be 
said in favor of this principle. But 
the argument has been put forward 
that, if the real purpose of the law 
was to preserve the racial homoge- 
neity of America, it was illogical to 
curtail the immigration of Southern 
Europeans and greatly augment that 
of Mexicans. 

When the restriction of European 
immigration was first proposed em- 
ployers of labor in che East as- 
sailed it on the ground that it would 
shut off the supply of labor. Their 
claim has proved to be not un- 
founded. Incidentally, foreign-born 
laborers now in this country, many 
of whom were said to be bitterly 
opposed to restriction, have come to 
see that they have profited from the 
absence of large numbers of newly 
arrived willing to work at lower 
rates. 

Most difficult of all, from a prac- 
tical point of view, is the question 
what to do about the other nations 
of the Western Hemisphere which at 
present are not on a quota basis if it 
is decided to restrict the immigra- 
tion of Mexicans, Recent discus- 
sion of the obstacles placed in the 
way of foreign-born Canadian citi- 
zens commuting across the border 
to work in the United States has 
brought out the widespread feeling 
that nothing should be done to in- 
terfere with the traditional freedom 
of movement between Canada and 
the United States. If the quota is 
extended to Mexico, what is to be 
done about Cuba and the other 
Latin-American countries? 

The resolution of the New York 
Chamber of Commerce favored ap- 
plying the national-origins provi- 
sion to all nations. This would cur- 
tail the number of Mexican immi- 
grants admitted to the country from 
many thousands to a few hundreds 
a year.’ In the Southwest opinion 
on the subject is divided. Sociolo- 
gists are alarmed at the danger of 
the Mexicanization of the South- 
western States, and point to the fact 
that in some parts of New Mexico 
and Arizona today Spanish, not Eng- 
lish, is the common language in the 
streets. Employers admit this, but 
assert that without Mexican laborers 
they will go into bankruptcy.

of their own old traditiond. 

Peking may well be intellectually 
cosmopolitan, but it can hardly te 


called intellectually great—except, 


perhaps, in that now small group of 
scholars who have come to the con- 
clusion that the salvation of China 
lies in a re-examination of China's 
history and literature in the light of 
modern learning.

Authors’ earnings, Mr. Gregg held, 
must be classified for tax purposes 
as .“‘unearned .income’’ and must 
bear the full burden of taxation. : 
Money in the form of sab 
ary from newspapers is ‘earned’? 
and the 25 per cent. reduction applies 
to it. The text of Mr. Gregg’s ruling 
follows: 


whether the full amounts received 
by taxpayers as royalties from pub- 
lishers should be considered as 
earned income. 

“As stated in Solicitor’s .Memo= 
randum 4,088, no attempt should be 
made to lay down a ger rule 
defining earned income which is ap- 
plicable. to all cases; but the indi- 
vidual cases should be considered 
upon the facts in each case. The 
question presented for opinion is so 
general in its scope that it cannot 
be answered so as to cover all cases 
that may arise involving royalties as 
a part of the taxpayer’s income.. 

“The view is presented that all 
royalties paid by publishers to au- 
thors are paid as a consideration for 
the author selling, renting or leasing 
his property to the publisher, and 
that royalties received: by an author 
from his publishers do not come 
within the meaning of the term 
‘earned income.’ 

“The question — an author 
sells, leases or rents his intellectual 
product to a publisher depends upon 
the terms of their contract. The con- 
tract may provide for the transfcr of 
both the tangible and intangible prop- 
erty rights of the author in his 
‘product, for which the publisher 
agrees to copyright, advertise, pube 
lish and market the intellectual prod- 
uct and to compensate the author. in 
the form of royalties for his prop- 
erty rights. | 

‘Where the royalties received by 
an author are derived either from 
the sale, leasing or renting of the 
intellectual product, it is the opinion 
of this office that they are not paid 
for ‘personal services actually ren- 
dered,’ but are paid for the use or 
sale of property, and do not come 


within the meaning of the term

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One of the most unusual insurance 
policies on record has been issued 
to the American Legion in comnnec- 
tion with its convention in Paris 
this Fall by Lioyd’s Insurance Syn- 
dicate of London. Under the terms 
of the policy, the existence of which 
was a secret until yesterday, al- 
though it was issued a year and a 
half ago,.a declaration of war or 
even a threat of war between either 


the United States or France and an any 
other country would obligate Lloyd's 
to pay $175,000 to the Legion. 

The object of the policy is to pro- 
tect the Legion from loss should any 
unforeseen event cause the conven- 
tion to be canceled or to fail. War is 
only one of a number of occurences 
which would make the policy pay- 
able in full, the contract being 
worded so as to protect the Legion 
from almost anything short of a uni- 
versal cataclysm. 

If one of the twenty-eight ocean 
liners chartered to carry the legion- 
naires, their wives, children and 
friends across the Atlantic should 
break down at sea, the contract 
would be payable in full. Likewise 
a financial panic would net the Le- 
gion $175,000. The Legion officials; 
a perusal of the contract revealed, 
had even thought of the possibility 
of a general strike and are protected 
to the full amount of the policy 
against that also. 

If any other event not falling 
within the — of any one of 
these emergencies should cause 50 
per cent. or more of the legionnaires 
to cancel their bookings, the full

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FINANCIAL MARKETS | 


High-Grade Stocks Continue to 
Swing Upward as Trading 
Shows Expansion. 


‘ Yesterday’s most important news, 
the decision of President Coolidge 
not to become a candidate in 1928, 
did not reach Wall Street until after 
the market hdd closed and profits 
accruing from another wave of 
buoyant rises on the Stock Exchange 
were being counted. The first re- 
action in banks and brokerage 
houses was one of astonishment; the 
second, speculation as to what effect 
this decision will have on the future 
of security prices. This has been 
called a ‘‘Coolidge market,’’ because 
of the fact that it started coinci- 
dently with the election of the Pres- 
ident and. has continued, with only 
few interruptions, since that time. 
Primarily, of course, it has been 
based on the prosperity of the 
country, the administrative policy of 
non-interference with business and 
money ease which has followed a 
gradual broadening of the credit 
base. There is no indication, of 
course, that any of these potent fac- 
tors will change. They are most 
likely not to. Nevertheless the 
market is always disposed to look 
ahead and to try and gauge, in price 
fluctuations, the happenings of the 


‘| future. For that reason, yesterday’s 


announcement is likely to have im- 
portant market effect, particularly 
in view of the rapidity of the pace 
in the last few days and the fact 
that stocks as a whole have reached 
about the highest prices in history. 
The average of fifty representative 
stocks, twenty-five industrial and 
twenty-five railroad shares, with a 
gain of almost 1% points in yester- 
day’s trading, swung into new high 
territory. 

Fifty-five separate issues, most of 
them seasoned, dividend - paying 
shares, sold at their best prices of 
the year in a day which was en- 
livened by the keying up of specula- 
tive enthusiasm to a high pitch, in 
which the turnover was once more 
above the 2,000,000-share mark and 
in which gains ranging from a point 
to more than 138 were recorded 
throughout an extensive list of repre- 
sentative securities. The widest gains 
were established in a handful of 
highly speculative issues in which 
frantic struggles to regain their com- 
mitments on the part of desperate 
shorts were quite evident. These 
were merely market side-lights, add- 
ing fuel to the market’s excitement. 
The real interest, however, and the 
backbone of trading was in the issues 
of solid and substantial worth in 
which the pressure of investment 
and  semi-investment inquiry once 
more was apparent. Easy money 
rates and a surplus of what may be 
termed ‘“‘idle funds’’ at this centre 
are having the cumulative effect of 
stiffening the competition for securi- 
ties of the best. sort. This was noted 
in the bond market yesterday, too, 
as well as in stocks. United States 
Steel common led the market skill- 
fully, selling at a new high record 
for all time. With this leader going 
ahead in confident fashion, stocks 
in other prosperous lines followed in 
orderly but determined fashion. 

Evidence that commodity prices 
have reached a stabilized level, a 
plane on which ‘willing buyer can 
meet willing seller,’’ was reflected in 
the publication of the July index 
numbers maintained by the com- 
mercial reporting agencies. The 
gains thus recorded were not im- 
portant in themselves—amounting to 
but mere fractions—but they do re- 
flect, and quite conclusively, that the 
long decline which has taken place in 
prices of goods of all sorts is at an 
end, temporarily at least. The mar- 
kets are not yet “‘sellers’ markets’’ 
by, any means, but by the same token 


they have passed from the stage of 


““‘buyers’ markets” in which prices 
to very great extent were dictated 
by the purchasers. The seasonal ac- 
celeration of demand, anticipated 
this Fall, should have further im- 
portant bearing on the price level. 
in view of the fact that the existing 
stock of goods of all sorts is low.
